Lonpon, April 12. 

ESTERDAY morning Sir James Murray 
arrived in town from Offend, with difpatch- 

es to Government. He left Antwerp the gth inft. 
and has made a very expeditious journey. Sir 
James Murray confirms the report of Dumourier’s 
having been obliged to return back to the Auftrian 

Head-quarters at Mons. | 
The following intelligence may be depended on 











om as correct : “ 


General Dumourier,at the héad of about 18,000 


““men, had seached Cambrai, a town of corfidera- 


ble force in the French Netherlands, and 15 miles 
S. W. of Valenciennes, on his march towards Pa- 
ris. In ‘the courfe of the Gth inft; He obferved 
fome difaffeftion in his army, and having arrived 
at Cambrai, he obferved his artillery defert him, 
as well as many of the National Volunteers. He 
endeavoured jo rally his forces, and harangued 
the troops of \he line in particular, in a very pa- 
thetic fpeech, \expofing to themthe villainy of the 
National Contention, and that it was impoffible 
for the governmint to exilt muchlonger. He faid 
it was @cifgrace’p ferve fuch a caule. 


The army in r@'y, affured the General of their 
perfonal attachma¢ and ve(pect for hiay, bat char 
‘ghey would not cofent to follow him in his prefent 
views, and tern heir backs on the Conftitutioa 
they had {worn to'}pport. Finding this difpof- 
tion very geoeral, Dumourier thought prudent to 
make good a retreats fait as poffible ; and on the 
oth inft. he returo@ tothe Avftrian Head-quar- 
ners at Mons, at head of about 1100 hoffars, 
principally belongi® to the regimentof Bercoiny, 
who had always be@ confidered as attached to the
